The Broad Field Theology 


The simplest definition theology that the knowledge 
God. called science, organized knowledge, though 
shall have consider that separately.

This theology its broadest sense. includes what 
called natural theology, philosophical discipline, and theology 
proper.

Natural theology 
has been from the time Plato and Aristotle least part 
the European philosophical tradition. Man has acquired from his 
experience and his reason much about the nature the universe, 
the Maker Creator the world, His being, His attributes, 
the Providence God, and miracles. This natural knowledge 
summarized what called natural theology, part philoso- 
phy. The knowledge which natural theology does 
not preclude the study these same topics theology proper, 
dogmatic and moral theology. 


The Need for Revelation 


What the need this field for something beyond natural 
knowledge, the knowledge man can acquire reason alone.

Therefore, order that the 
salvation men might brought about more fitly and more 
surely, was necessary that they taught divine truths divine 
revelation. was therefore necessary that, besides the philosophical 
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sciences investigated reason, there should sacred science 
way revelation.

Theology called variously the science Faith, the science 
revelation, the science religion, the science God. word 
must said this point about science. The ordinary char- 
acteristics science are: (1) the patient and extensive (as much 
possible) collection data, (2) the sifting, comparison, and 
the organization this data into hypotheses, theories, laws, 
principles, and (3) the independent testing and verification 
the hypotheses, theories, laws, and principles. The data the- 
ology not the result man’s natural powers but free gift 
God, not discoverable with certainty man naturally. More- 
over only the believer, special sense, the knowledge 
really made known. This special sense requires not merely the 
assent reason, but faith, the theological virtue faith. 
Theology then not science the sense speak natural 
inductive science, because its basic material different, being 
revealed, and the mertal attitude the science being one faith 
and certainty rather than suspense. Theology the basis

largely deductive character. There always assumed here the 
knowledge that call natural theology, which knowledge 
known through the reason alone, e.g., the existence God.

The Main Divisions Theology 


The two main divisions theology are dogmatic sacred 
theology and moral theology. Dogmatic theology the study 
God’s revelation for the purpose making clearer men.

The basic part 
deals with the nature, being, and attributes God 
the Creator.

Other Aspects Theology 


There are satellite aspects these main divisions theology 
—pastoral theology, mystic theology, and ascetical theology. 
There also apologetics, and catechetics, and canon law. There 
are, too, the closely related philosophical disciplines such 
theodicy and ethics. 

Ascetic and mystical theology, though based dogmatic the- 
ology, has its closest affinity moral theology. Dealing they 
with man’s search and effort for perfection, they belong

There lower and higher nature 
always struggling for mastery, and final resolution comes, 
Augustine pointed out only when man rests God. This 
nature man more fully revealed the analysis human 
acts moral theology. such conception human nature, 
mere animal training cues conditioned reflexes rejected 
complete explanations human nature, but each will find its 
the processes training. 

The basic knowledge and acts necessary for man’s final end 
the revealed knowledge God, the grace God, and 
Christ’s words: penance, love your enemies, love your neighbor 
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yourself, love God. This the first and greatest command-

Church School American 


Our Founding Fathers were all educated 
church school. them God was separate 
from nothing. Any other kind school would 
have seemed partial and incomplete. The 
Christ-Church school was everywhere 
Christendom until few centuries ago. Then 
men began taking things apart. They sep- 
arated business from morality, politics from 
religion, science from from 
reality, and God from everything particu- 
larly education. They made progress taking 
things apart. kind progressive education 


“does that, too. Catholic education more 


progressive; creative, enabling the pupil 
see the part the whole. Religion enables 
the learner this, for religion the mean- 
ing life. The Catholic Christ school 
the most wholesome kind school; for 
the whole man. 

Now the men and women who teach the 
parish school have not monopoly knowl- 
edge superiority methods, but they 
have the priceless gift the good teacher 
the gift enthusiasm. They teach for Christ.

What maintains the enthusiasm Catholic 
teachers?

This brings the regular work the 
music supervisor. There are about schools

Some teachers, usually 
the young, have gathered erroneous ideas from 
the so-called progressive educational method, 
which the teacher, they think, rele- 
gated the place onlooker. correct 
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this notion like very active and 
the same time have the pupils working their 
capacity limit worth-while objectives. 
firm believer drill and repetition but 
endeavor give each repetition new moti- 
vation; for example, the lower grades with 
song animals, permit different children 
give the names their pets; action 
songs have them name their favorite game; 
songs persons, they can name their 
friends relatives. Again the pupils may 
select what neutral syllable they will use 
singing, choose the rhythmic activity. 
each building where visit hold con- 
ference after school hours: one hour with the 
teachers grades 1-4, one hour with the 
teachers 5-8, and with any individual ones 
request. Our music period minutes daily 
but when visit not bound hold 
strictly the period. consider visit 
branch teacher training, opportunity for 
the teacher and the supervisor. 

also make provision for demonstrations. 
One visiting day each semester permitted

What! Cribs! 


the middle November, 1945, the 
pupils our upper grades were devoting their 
religion period studying the birth Christ 
Bethlehem. The question home cribs 
came and, amazement, learned 
only two families possessed any 
semblance Christmas crib which they 
erected their homes during the Christmas 
season. Right then and there determined 
that something must done about that 
these good people could learn love and ap- 
preciate our Infant Saviour more. Just how 
this could accomplished was big ques- 
tion; however members the group planned 
that they would make cribs for their own 
homes. 

Family Project 

After class discussion the possibility 
constructing cribs, the children set about 
collecting pictures every imaginable type. 
They would the construction home, for 
our school lacked the necessary facilities for 
this kind work. encourage all the 
children their best, prize was offered. 
Although the prize seemed first the 
motive force the contest, quickly took

interest. The crib with all its fine details 
became the single spur action. 

Before the first week had passed reports 
came from about half the class that their 
parents were helping the project, and 
the closing date all but three the children 
had not only their parents but the entire fam- 
ily intensely interested the study and con- 
struction the Bethlehem scene which was 
adorn their home Christmas. became 
family project. 

Most the cribs were made inexpensive 
materials such orange crates, apple boxes, 
natural twigs and branches, various types 
mosses, and bark, which, with careful con- 
struction, took the appearance those

Artistic Cribs 

The more elaborate ones were made 
various materials, always, however, with the 
one aim view, that is, make their crib 
nearly like their idea the original 
possible. One family’s crib was unique. The 
cave house was made plaster, the hills 
surrounding were constructed bits dis- 
carded cork, the palm trees were made sisal 
rope wound around heavy wires, and the palm 
branches were dyed chicken feathers. 
mas tree lights illuminated the inside the 
crib that the figures the Holy Family 
were the center interest.

Year Later 

When project this type put and 
apparently meets with unexpected success, 
one wonders the lessons learned will endure 
and, another Christmas comes round, will 
the same interest shown the erection 
the Christmas crib was shown the time 
its construction. The lesson learned 
1945 was reviewed with great interest 
1946 was shown when the project was 
first presented the class. Families who for 
some reason other were unable partici- 
pate the original contest wanted make 
crib now and the new families who had moved 
into the parish wished included the 
group crib owners. agreed display 
the old and new cribs just before Christmas 
1946. This display was even more beautiful 
than that the previous year because gave 
those who had designed their cribs the year 
before opportunity put new improve- 
ments, especially the way figures which 
were better 1946 than Christmas time 
1945. 


General Arts and Crafts 


This family interest has been carried over 
into the craft work which now part 


the curriculum. The aim the 
crafts give the children now that 
which they can also use later. not only 
means profitable recreation now, but 
know will enable our youth exercise their 
inventive capacity the making attractive 
things for themselves well providing 
some the little useful things about the 
house. 

Perhaps bit overgratifying see 
results such craft projects show, but 
happy know that come Christmas time 
good share the homes the parish are 
more Christian ornamentation because 
our school children than they were before the 
children resolved “do something about it.”

CCASIONALLY religious teachers en- 

counter some educational project that 
has been success, and when feel 
just pride our endeavor. Frequently, 
however, kneel humbly and strike our 
breasts for having been negligent some 
point, for myself, must bow with the 
erring for neglect, least the past, 
and enter this conference with hope that 
shall leave with some good resolutions re- 
garding the teaching citizenship. 

Theoretically all know what the teaching 
citizenship embodies. have doubtlessly 
used and studied texts that have been written 
persons who stress democratic 
ideals, glibly evaluate the four freedoms, 
quote inspirationally that “All men are created 
equal,” and gaily conclude that, with right 
attitude toward the Church, the- home, and 
the State, life unquestionably should all 
sweetness and light, the “Land the Free 
and the Home the Brave.” 

Theoretically, say. Actually the majority 
present are the teachers the inter- 
mediate grades, and the case quite different. 
the saying true that, “The child father 
the man,” doesn’t seem rather late 
begin teach child live after nine, ten, 
more years just growing? any class- 
room there may potential apostates, 
divorcees, unethical politicians, and few 
saints. Except that the percentage rene- 
gades smaller and the percentage un- 
Whatever the situation may be, must 
start sometime synchronize our religion 
and citizenship order make America 
better place which live. 

Let stress the idea live! Living 
much longer and harder process than dying, 
and living for Christ and the hereafter 
much more value than living for self, here 
and now. Yet, sometimes put too much

The late Monsignor George Johnson, the 
Catholic University, his book, Better Men 
for Better Times, says: school would fail 
utterly its Christian purpose were 
confine itself exclusively preparing its 
pupils meet the demands their rela- 
tionship with God and fail make them 
aware their duties their fellow man. Our 
Lord never ceased insisting that the test 
genuineness our love God the love 
cherish for our neighbor. 

find out who his neighbor, the Cath- 
olic child must more than just attend 
Mass. The child should pray the Mass with 
knowledge that will mean something, when, 
the Offertory, the prayer said that asks 
forgiveness for offenses, and negligences, and 
prays behalf all present, and all good 
Christians living and dead! And again during 
the Canon, the child with the priest, should 
conscious the six prayers remem- 
brance, which include the Church, the living, 
the saints, the dead, sinners, and all na- 
ture. This participating divine life, and 
grossly underestimating the child the 
fourth, fifth, sixth grades say cannot 
learn such lesson. Children this age level 
are impressed easily. They have ceased 
the care they were babyhood, yet, they 
retain much its trust. They are the 
brink adolescence, but are not yet 


the enigma encountered during that period, 


and, course, they are completely without 
adult cynicism. 

assuming too much say that 
competent leader can train the children 
this age independent thinking wherein they 
will value: 

Supernatural life more than bodily life, 

Eternity more than temporal life, 

Good citizenship more than possessions, 

And Christian virtues such obedience, 
tolerance, and sacrifice, 


More than fame, money, anything else 


the material world? 
sure you agree that not. The 


above supposition, course, neither new 


nor original. have dressed Christian 


charity and called “Boy Scout Act.” 
have provided recreational centers replace 

homes. have busied ourselves about teach- 
ing such things weaving, wood burning, 
and beadwork and called them leisure time 
Why have spoon-fed every 
movement? Our youth programs tend 


activities. 


coddle and are not much more successful than 
the European ones. Nazi Germany, facist 


Italy, and liberal Spain were huge failures 
with their youth programs. Their mass pro- 


duction was useful only producing weapons, 


not citizens. Can say that ours are much 
better, remembering the high percentage 


juvenile delinquency? 

Personally, the only hope can see 
train the individual child, yet, not putting 
much emphasis upon the individual, but more 
emphasis upon the child member 
huge Christian corporation. This not job 
that can streamlined into three easy 
lessons. 

First, the teacher must know the child. Why 
one child bully, why another anti- 


social, why another tends immorality, but 
seeing these traits the child see only 
half the picture..To confer with the parents 
another necessity complete the scene. 
Talking with the parents separately much 
more advantage than having them together. 
The wife will never admit the child chip 


off the old block, with the “old block” present. 


Nor will the father say the child’s irresolute 
nature comes from the mother within hearing 
irresolution become 


distance her, lest 


resolution. 


Secondly, our quest for good citizens 
unless have co-operation from all three, 
that is, father, mother, child, anyone else 
responsible for the child. many instances

This fault 
ours, but due the circumstances being 
who should not interested 
world affairs. the other hand, teachers, 
and leaders, are expected know world 
affairs. can offer suggestions here except 
say that obedience will, doubtlessly, carry 
through, well informed otherwise. 

Obedience, then, for the child too, will 
the keynote virtue. Obedience Supreme 
Being and Lawgiver, manifested obedience 
parents, particularly the father, head 
thé family. also pastors, 
teachers, and civil authority. can teach 
obedience that will practical because 
the right thing do, and not because there 
sure citizens who will obey laws. 

Tolerance will the second virtue for 
which strive. Tolerance can regulate 
much the struggle the Church Militant. 

Lastly, sacrifices must necessity made. 
one can claim Christian without 
his share carrying the cross. may seem 
strange choose these three preference 
other virtues, but, one obeys all authority, 
tolerant all men, and accepts crosses 
daily, certainly, that one good Christian 
and good citizen. 

conclusion, should like say that 
ought practice what preach: essen- 
tial that obedient our state life, 
expect obedience from our pupils. We, 
also, must tolerant the children placed 
under our care, matter what race, 
what color they may be. And perhaps the 
greatest sacrifices will called upon 
make will those time and energy.

work educating the Negro has 
progressed slowly during the past two 
centuries that today the light what 
remains accomplished, can said 
that the work little more than begun. 
find New Jersey law 1788, re- 
quiring masters educate their slaves. 
look vain, however, for any unified effort 
anywhere educate the colored population 
the eighteenth and early nineteenth cen- 
turies. few missions, principally Mary- 
land and Louisiana, did little more than 
emphasize the lack achievement. The es- 
tablishment religious orders commissioned 
solely for work among the Negroes represents 
the first efforts toward the elimination 
Negro illiteracy. Pre-Civil War days note 
only two advancements, the foundation 
the Oblate Sisters Providence 1829 and 
the Sisters the Holy Family 1842. 
1892 American Province the Society 
St. Joseph was erected, though these priests 
had been educating the Negroes many years 
previous this date. Another society 
priests, the Fathers the Holy Ghost, organ- 
ized province 1872. 


Beginnings 

The cause struggled gropingly until 1891. 
this year Katherine Drexel, founder the 
Sisters the Blessed Sacrament, initiated 
unified program for Negro education. Her 
zealous spirit, aided her substantial bank 
roll, surmounted many and varied obstacles. 
She erected schools for the enslaved Negro 
every educational level. Work the 
parochial school spread throughout the south- 
ern states from the initial foundations 
New Orleans. High schools also form part 
her program but her most noteworthy 
achievement Xavier College. developed 
from teachers’ training school 1919 
accredited liberal arts college 1925. 
Ranking the only Catholic institution 
higher education the world Negro, 
had enrollment 948 students during 
the term. 

Until very recently, higher education under 
Catholic auspices, except Xavier College, 
was impossibility for the Negro. 1937 
Catholic colleges accepted Negro students. 
1940 questionnaire was sent 107 
colleges mid- and far-western United States 
regarding the Negro enrollment. Ninety col- 
leges replied, giving the total men’s 
colleges, women’s, coed, who ac- 
cepted Negro applicants. Thirty-nine others 
had previously enrolled Negroes but had none 
that time. Gradually more colleges are 
accepting Negroes, probably due the ex-

ample the Catholic University. Reasons for 
refusing Negro’s registration were listed 
follows: failure meet entrance exams, non- 
Catholic faith, professional scholastic restric- 
tions, and objection the white students. 
Only five colleges said they refused admittance 
purely because color. 


Few Schools 


the field secondary education there 
are high schools and industrial schools 
exclusively for the Negro. Mrs. Edward 
Drexel Morrell furnished the funds for the 
establishment St. Emma’s Industrial School 
Rock Castle, Va., 1895. this same 
year St. Joseph’s Industrial School was organ- 
ized Clayton, Dela., while the Cardinal 
Gibbons Institute started 1924. This com- 
prises the totality vocational education 
available the Negro under Catholic auspices. 
Each these schools combines regular 
academic course with the vocational training. 


The Harvest Ready 


The Committee Catholic Missions re- 
ports 274 parish mission schools 1946. 
These schools, with the exception those 


‘in large are very small and poorly 


equipped. They usually are connected with 
the small rural parishes, and therefore aid 
only those children the immediate com- 
munity. addition the parish schools, 
Father LaFarge The Race Question and the 
Negro lists other schools thus: boarding 
schools; industrial schools; high schools; 
college; preparatory seminary; the- 
ological seminary. 

Figures indicate that work among the Negro 
has barely begun. There are about 13,000,000 
Negroes the United States; 330,000 
these are Catholics. There are only 323 
schools, including both elementary and high, 
train the 58,165 Catholic students. More 
than 30,000 Negroes seek college education. 
One Negro college and fifty other Catholic 
colleges matriculate the grand total 1294 
students. What the other 28,700 who are 
forced attend secular institutions? There 
are 1600 Sisters, not all them teachers, 
coming from Sisterhoods, engaged the 
work teaching the colored. This number 
entirely insufficient care for the Catholic. 
Negroes, say nothing extending the apos- 
tolate embrace the 5,000,000 non-Catholic 
and the 7,750,000 unchurched Negroes. the 
black harvest gathered into the 
Master’s vineyard, vast number laborers 
are needed pluck the ripe fruit from the 
vine. Only through the self-sacrificing labors 
willing and zealous souls can the motherly 
arms Christ’s Church draw these Negro 
children into her fold.

Purissima Concepcion, founded 
present Lompoc, 1787; Mission Santa Cruz, 
Santa Cruz County, 1791; Nuestra Senora 
Soledad, founded near the present city 
Soledad, 1791; San Jose Guadalupe, near 
the present city Irvington, 1797; San Juan 
Bautista, founded near the present Sargent, 
1797; San Miguel the Archangel, San 
Miguel, 1797; San Fernando Rey Espana, 
the present Los Angeles County, 1797; San 
Luis Rey Francia, near present Oceanside, 
1798; Santa Inez, present Santa Barbara 
County, 1804; Mission San Antonio Pala, 
the present Pala, 1816; Mission San 
Rafael Archangel, 1817, San Rafael; Mis- 
sion San Francisco Solano, established 
Solano, 1823.

First contact with poetry 
begins home. Some children are fortunate 
enough have parents who, either from their 
memory store from books, introduce 
them the verses delightfully simple 
children. These children learn them heart 
love for them. doubt home 
environment provides enough love and beauty 
for their immature appreciation and inspira- 
tion. Sad, however, the plurality opposite 
cases! many localities surroundings are 
not quiet nor beautiful. Along with this 
are those parents who have time 
instill love beauty and goodness their 
children; nor they think fairy tales and 
nursery rhymes worth the effort teaching 
and recitation.

Another source “love-or-else” the 
textbooks that use. Any child who doesn’t 
feel attracted some the poems therein 
shows his good sense; he’s merely being 
Not that our English texts don’t 
offer the best literature written, but that 
what they contain above the grade level 
the children and not appropriate for their 
minds and emotions. For example, Longfellow’s

The history 
plot the poem built upon old 
custom New England town, something 
about which fifth graders don’t know, much 
less care. It’s all “Greek” them. One such 
bite enough give any child 
“poetical indigestion!” might take 
won’t like it. And, poem un- 
liked, fails attain its end. Such poem 
the one mentioned requires interpreta- 
tion even more advanced grade. Let’s 
not give poetical “pickles” babies! 

Simple poems are the need the grades, 
poems that tell obvious stories, not hidden 
complications; poems that give understand- 
able and beautiful pictures, tell humorous 
and human interest anecdotes. Poetry’s object 
make feel love for people and beauty; 
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feel that all that God made good; 
see extraordinary value the common- 
place. The selections which this for high 
school students eighth graders will never 
promote like benefits for younger children. 


What’s the ResultP 


can’t hope for anything good spring 
from this wrong attitude children’s dis- 
like for poetry. common complaint teach- 
ers today that the children “can’t write.” 
One the best means obtaining good 
composition lies the experience children 
with reading, writing, and interpreting poetry. 
many children think that they must have 
something “big” write about! Opposed 
this, many beautiful poems are written about 
things” and “nothings.” 

Little contact with poetry leads 
the common conclusion (which also 
delusion) that children who dislike poetry 
are lacking imaginitive powers. How pos- 
itively false, when childhood lives dreams 
and pretensive adventure! Imagination 
there, but being ignored; it’s not being 
(educated) “brought out.” Children who 
not have the opportunity exercising their 
imaginitive faculties appear through force 
habit become “too practical”; they don’t 
see the romantic side life; they become 
immune the recognition beauty, in- 
sensible the appreciation the “little 
things” life; the commonplace has corner 
their lives.

children share during country vacation, the 
customs and pleasures country people. You 
might ask them they’ve walked barefoot, 
picked wild strawberries, worn old straw 
hat, tramped through the fields, whistled, 
chewed the end weed. Some them 
can relate their the class. Call 
attention the way the poet tells that 
the boy had been eating wild strawberries: 


With thy red lips redder still 
Kissed strawberries the hill. 


Let them as. much interpretation pos- 
sible. After the first reading you can repeat 
tiny details that may have slipped their 
attention. What you here you continue 
with other selections. helps, too, 
distribute the poetry selections throughout 
your English course. Just because the poems 
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are collected certain part your text 
reason for you have the children 
open their minds that you can shove 
the literature section the book, and thereby 
cover your work. Some children get over- 
dose November, and never see another 
poem until the second semester’s literature 
section reached April! 

Another strong help lies the correlation 
poetry with other subjects. Geography, for 
example, offers varied opportunities. Studying 
and comparing the world leads Van 
Dyke’s own conclusion “America for Me.” 
Other similar poems are related geography: 
Kipling’s “Rolling Down Rio,” “The Law 
the Jungle.” 

Pervading the field history find 
numerous poems based historical facts, 
simple enough understood the average 
child the elementary grades. Reading 
poem about the subject matter studied 
history geography class will serve not 
only impress that fact but also make 
poetry liked. 

Every class program has its art period which 
offers ample opportunity proving chil- 
dren that poetry means pictures. When you 
are search art project try this: 
Prepare ahead time about five six poems 
that present pictures; for example, “The 
Wreck the Hesperus,” “The House With 
Nobody It,” “Exelsior.” Have the class 
clear their desks save for drawing materials. 
Direct them listen the poems you read, 
and they listen, visualize one the 
many pictures that the poem presents. 
any part one the selections lends itself 
suggests picture, the children may at- 
tempt represent drawing paper. “The 
Wreck the Hesperus” may suggest view 


stormy sea and sinking ship; “Ex-. 


may provoke mountain view, 
solitary figure climbing mountain; “The 
House With Nobody It” may repre- 
sented dilapidated building facing 
track. Even entire class choose 
the same representation each will 
dividualistic. 

If, after having tried the above antidotes, 
you still haven’t checked the dreaded “poetic 
aversion,” you still have another try. Get 
your class write their own poems! 


Getting Children Write 


All are poets, and all can write. 
Maybe won’t write sonnets but everyone 
can least write jingles! show the 
children that poetry different from prose 
that poems have essentially rhythm: Every- 
body can dance; only some waltz while others 
“tramp.” The same comparison exists our 
varied abilities write poetry. Jingles and 
nursery rhymes offer the simplest expressions 
rhythm. Get collection and read them 
the class, accenting the rhythmic pattern 
make the children feel it. Let them 
tap their fingers pencils the poem’s 
thythm you recite it. Limericks, because 
their humor, rhythm, and rhyme catch the 
children’s fancy. For example, witness the 
“catchiness” 
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There was old man the East, 
Who said, “Beauty, beware the beast.” 
Said she, true, 

steer clear you.” 

And the romance suddenly ceased. 


Having introduced rhythm and rhyme you 
might add the fact that most poems pre- 
sent picture, tell story, teach lesson. 
Since many them wish show 
picture, they have many adjectives. They 
don’t tell anything “plain” way; rather 
they dress “picture words.” Here 
might insert activities develop the 
vocabulary and the use adjectives. For 
example, take the word sun; have the children 
write paper what the sun looks like 
reminds them individually. The written 
reactions can read aloud. Take the word 
house. Have the children write one two 
adjectives that describe it. this way you 
are preparing for the “dressing up” the 
commonplace, which poetry! 

important stress that poetry need 
not center only the unusual life. Many 
our lives are detailed, not dynamic! It’s 
the things” beauty, art, and love, 
which poetry attempts remind us. You 
might read them Leonard Feeney’s poem 
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trees. should teach observation and knowl- 
about the snail, Kilmer’s poem the 
edge the commonplace things life. 

Next, you might suggest some topics about 
which verses could written, better still, 
give children free range and tell them 
write their original poems. Contests and the 
recitation individual attempts will serve 
impetus the movement. First attempts 
will crude; with experience, encourage- 
ment, and the desire create stimulated, 
surprises will frequent. The following 
“poems” are first attempts fifth graders.

The subject chosen for our new enterprise 
was the Wise Men silhouette. The materials 
required were tempera paints, brushes, sil- 
houette designs patterns, gummed tape, 
paste, and (Crushed Christmas 
tree ornaments would well.) The pro- 
cedure followed was simple. First, 
outlined the desired silhouette wrapping 
paper having the same dimensions the 
glass panel. This paper then was placed 
the inside the glass panel that the 
tracing could séen through the glass and 
was held place with gummed tape. The 
silhouette was painted the outside the 
glass with black tempera paint, the stars and 
rays with yellow paint. When the paint 
the stars and rays was dry, thin coating 
paste was spread over them and liberal 
sprinkle plastic metallic added. The paper 
then was removed and the entire inside 
the panel was painted with blue tempera 
which served the background. 

Another bookcase was decorated with 
Christmat motifs painted seasonal colors. 
Some motifs were original drawings, others 
were taken from Christmas cards and maga- 
zines. After the holidays the paintings were 
easily removed with damp cloth.

The bell 
should extend from the neck about two inches above the 
knees. Fasten the bells securely with shoulder straps. Also fasten 
them loosely around the waist. crown made from the same ma- 
terial will add the costume. 

Boys dress like brownies. They wear vests blouses made from 
red green crepe paper cloth. Tassel caps the same material 
and color are worn. Each tassel has small bell attached it. 
When the boys bow forward the tassels fall forward and the bells 
tinkle; when the boys straighten bend backward the tassel 
falls over the back the head and the bells tinkle again. Small 
bells also may fastened around the wrists. 

Formation: The performers are the stage when the curtain 
rises. The girls stand straight row across the back the 
stage, evenly spaced. They face the audience and join hands with 
neighbors height shoulders.

The boys stand couples and face partners the inverted 
formation with the open side the “V” toward the audience. 
Partners join hands low the sides. The sides the boys are 
toward the audience.

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Solving Winter Floor Problems 


with most phases living, winter brings 
its special problems floor maintenance. 
Floors get dirtier, dangers increase, and ma- 
terials freeze all which facts are common 
knowledge. How solve minimize these 
problems not generally known, and this 
fact, therefore, seems justify the present 
discussion. 


Floor Materials Winter 


First, let consider materials. With the 
exception sealers, dry soaps, and cleaning 
powders, practically all floor maintenance ma- 
terials are affected some way cold 
Liquid soaps and water waxes freeze 
and liquid solvent type waxes congeal. Cold 
floors increase the difficulties during applica- 
tion finishes. 

Liquid soaps are seldom spoiled freez- 
ing, but often the expansion bursts the con- 
tainer and causes loss from leakage. 

Solvent type liquid waxes congeal from the 
cold but are never permanently injured 
thereby. Storage warm room for few 
converts them again into usable ma- 
terial. They should not overheated, how- 
ever, they will separate, avoid placing 
them against hot radiator. Since they are 
usually inflammable store them near 

The water waxes, either the self-polish- 
‘ing buffing type, are likely spoiled 
from excessive freezing. They should 
room with temperature above 
freezing, but they also are sometimes spoiled 
overheating. Water wax emulsions seem 
good media for certain bacteria, and 
helps incubate germs. For that 
‘reason more water wax emulsions sour the 
than the winter. 

But freezing does not always ruin water 
emulsions. limited amount freezing 
injures them, but very severe pro- 
longed cold frequently causes emulsion 

itself, after which useless. 

Reversed water wax emulsions become thick 
-and persons not familiar with this phase 
the materials sometime add water thin 
hoping restore them normal use- 
This cannot done, though they 
can used and fair polish can produced 
buffing.

The water soluble film adhering the outer 
surface the wax particle makes the latter 
water-tolerant miscible with water. How- 
ever, severe shock, chemical physical, 
causes the film break, resulting the wax 
surrounding the soap. And since the soap has 
absorbed most the moisture, instead wax 
being suspended water the soapy 
water surrounded wax. 

avoid such trouble advisable 
obtain freezable material before the cold 
weather sets in. you have failed this 
and must have wax, you can play safe 
ordering solvent type wax tide you over 
until warmer weather. The solvent type, 
must remembered, not suitable for rubber 
asphalt tile, and requires buffing 
produce polish. 

If, however, you feel you must have water 
wax shipped cold weather, let the shipper 
pick the most favorable time for delivery 
still gamble any case. 

Previous the war the carriers tried 
protect freezable materials, often shipping 
them refrigerator cars, but those conditions 
have never returned. Not only freezable 
materials, like floor wax, have take their 
chances with the nonfreezable, but deliveries 
are greatly delayed, thereby increasing the 
time exposure. During the past few years 
even express shipments have frozen trucks, 
left outside overcrowded stations and ware- 
houses. And the carriers disclaim responsibility 
for such cases freezing. 

shipment water wax arrives frozen, 
have the carrier indicate his receipt. 
There always chance for claim where 
the carrier can proved fault. 

Then store the frozen material for few 
hours warm room, allowing thaw 
out. After which apply portion var- 
nished painted surface and note dries 
with gloss. does, the chances are the 
material uninjured. But dries dull, 
spoiled and will soon reverse itself. 

From then question between ycu 
and the shipper which will take the 
loss, whether you can make the carrier 
stand it. few the larger manufacturers 
assume such losses protection their 
good customers, but most small concerns 
cannot afford it. you have buy the 
dead winter, try give your supplier time 
dodge extreme weather —if can. 

When you have trouble with floor wax, 
whether winter summer, not too 
quick blame the product. Very often the 
fault that local condition you not 
realize have overlooked. All manufacturers 
get back rejected material that flawless. 
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you have trouble with the application 
the wax, try another room. works 
satisfactorily elsewhere, the fault not with 
the wax. 

Never pour back into the original supply 
the leftover water wax into which you have 
been dipping applicator. This almost 
certain way introduce bacteria your 
main supply. 

The best and safest way apply liquid 
floor wax, either water solvent type, 
pour portions the floor and spread them 
out. this process none wasted and there 
chance contaminating the main 


supply. 


Maintenance Problems 


said before, winter weather with its 
snow, ice, and slush, multiplies the problems 
floor maintenance. Floors get dirty quicker 
and must cleaned oftener though certain 
methods can employed minimize the 
increased burden. Clean sidewalks and mats 
doorways long way toward accomplish- 
ing this end, and daily buffings with electric 
floor machines prevent the accumulation 
soil the floor, and reduce the number 
wax applications necessary for best results. 

However, usually necessary wax 
oftener cold weather than warm, simply 
because increased cleaning operations remove 
more the wax. Also because the floors are 
likely need more protection during the 
winter, and wax the best protection avail- 
able. Mother Nature herself uses wax pro- 
tect her products from the elements. 

Cold floors, particularly the hard surface 
types, add the difficulties applying floor 
wax. Especially this true terrazzo and 
cement. The wax has tendency congeal 


upon contact with the cold surface. This 


more pronounced the applica- 
tion solvent waxes than with the water 
waxes, but even the latter are affected. 
sometimes causes excessive films and unequal 
distribution and therefore calls for care 
application. Mopping beforehand with warm 
water removes the chill from the floor and 
makes easier obtain thin, uniform film. 
However, little extra rubbing during the 
process application should bring satisfactory 
results. course, too much rubbing may 
ruin the gloss self-polishing water waxes. 
They must rubbed after they begin 
dry. 

never feasible apply floor wax 
temperature below 40°F. and preferably 
the room should 60° above. Especially 
this rule applicable the solvent type 
wax. When applying the latter extremely 
cold weather the material can kept 
good workable condition setting the can 
pail wax larger vessel containing 
hot water. 
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The Safety Factor 


any building the first condition con- 
sider safety, and winter weather increases 
the slipping danger both indoors and out. 
the case just cited for the reduction 
dirt carried from the outside, clean side- 
walks and door mats will also reduce the 
dangers slipping the floor inside. 

Wet shoe soles or, worse yet, snow ice 
incrusted soles, present great slip hazard 
any surface. Some believe that this hazard 
increased waxed floor, but scientific tests 
not generally confirm this belief. Certain 
that icy shoe soles find less traction 
rough one. And this condition exists 
whether the surface waxed not. Tests 
have shown, however, that dirty waxed 
surface somewhat more slippery than 
waxed surface that clean, the obvious reason 
being that dirt does not adhere waxed 
surface and acts portable substance under 
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foot. areas near entrances are waxed there- 
fore, endeavor keep those portions the 
floor clean possible. 


Waterproofness Waxes 


Most the better grades waxes are 
now waterproof after they are entirely dry, 
but they dry more slowly cold, damp 
weather. Therefore, the problem water spot- 
ting increases the winter, and time 
when the traffic wet feet greatly 
increased. 

The solvent type waxes are less susceptible 
retarded drying cold weather than the 
water waxes, but they should rubbed out 
well for quicker drying. 

Some water waxes dry quickly, too, and 
become waterproof sooner than others, but 
usually quick drying not virtue. The 
slower drying products, whether wax, seal, 
paint, allow more time for self-leveling, 
penetrating, and insure better adherence. They 
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are also likely tougher and therefore 
more durable. 

Heat the best medium for drying floor 
waxes, especially the water waxes, but poorly 
ventilated rooms, even when warm, retard 
drying. The air likely moisture laden 
already with little possibility absorbing 
additional moisture. 

Therefore, the best method speed the 
drying wax polishing. Buff well with 
polishing machine, holding the brush 
one place long enough create heat. 
other words, move the the floor 
slowly. little water poured the buffed 
surface will tell you quickly you have 
buffed enough. 

you are prepared for the added prob- 
lems winter floor maintenance and handle 
them with reason and patience you will soon 
solve and forget them. But you proceed 
with summertime routine into the cold months 
you will find yourself trouble aplenty.

libel the hands the Know-Nothings Mil- 
waukee. She was who made arduous journeys 
train and steamboat, wagon and foot 
through every conceivable hardship and danger, 
establishing new missions all over the country 
from New York Maryland, from Wisconsin 
Louisiana, states the Union. was 
she who saw the Order through that long ordeal 
months when the devil made the mother 
house Knapp Street the object his personal 
attacks.

There will 2,150,300 elementary schools, 
445,000 high schools, 235,800 universities 
and colleges, 10,000 normal schools, 9500 
major seminaries, and 15,000 
seminaries. 

The peak enrollment Catholic elementary 
schools, according Mr. Cumming’s statistics, 
was 2,222,598 pupils 1930. After that date 
there was decrease until the 1944-45 survey 


Enrollment Catholic high schools has in- 
creased yearly since 1920. The predicted enroll- 
ment 445,000 for the present year will tax 
the facilities most dioceses. fact, theré are 
many students public high schools because 
isn’t room for them the Catholic high 
schools their cities. Some high schools are 
operating double shift plan and some parishes 
are adding ninth grade their schools 
relieve pressure the diocesan secondary schools.

Three elementary schools are being 
erected and additions are being made six 
others. the Archdiocese Milwaukee plans 
have been made for elementary, secondary, and 
college building. New York and Brooklyn are 
planning substantial building program.

Hochwalt thinks that, during the next 
ten years, Catholic high school enrollment will 
increase about per cent. estimates that 
present about per cent Catholic children 
are Catholic elementary schools and about 
per cent those eligible are Catholic high 
schools.
